his Throne, Heaven, another? Be containeth, and 
with his Majefty filleth all Things, he cannot 
be contained and comprehended by nothing. 


‘Whence | gather this, GOD is infinite, but the 


Heaven of the blefled Ones is finite; becaufe 
God being infinite, cannot be limited according 
to that, 2 Kings 8. 27. The Heaven of Heavens 
cannot contain thee. Therefore God mult be one 
Thing, and this Heaven another. _ . 
There is a monftrous Opinion, like unto this, 
which maintaineth, That the Heaven of bleffed 
Spirits, % nothing but the Joy i felf, wher emith the 
bleffed after thir Life (hall be affetted: But lec thole 
fee with whac Countenance they can confound 
thefe Things, which the Scriptare fo evidently’ 
and apparently doch diftinguifh between them 
felves, when it maketh a clear Difference becween 
Heaven, or the Place of bleffed Spirits, and 
Blefiednefsit felf, faying, The Righteous fhall fline as 
the Sun, in the Kingdom of their Father, Mat. 13.43: 
Moreover, the Kingdom of Glory is onc 
Thing, andthe Glory it felt is another, where- 
with the Righteous fhail be adorned. Chirilt 
faith, John 17. 24. Father, tno/e whielr thors haft 
given me, Iwill that where I am, mn alfo be with 
me. And Thef. 4.17. We fhall be caught up in 
the Clouds, to meet the Lord in the Air, and fo we 
fhall always be with the Lord, And, I will take you 
ro my felf, thar where 1 am, you may be. But that 
Celeftial Glory fhall not be one and the fame to 
all, boc differenced by fome Degrees, as the 
Apoille infiguateth, 1 Cor, 15. 41, 42- and alto 
Dan. 12. 3. Whence it is apparent, that the 
Kingdom, or Manfion of the Blefled, is one 
thing, but the Glory it felf is another, which 
the Saints fhall enjoy for ever. . 
Furthermore, the Heaven of the Bleffed, {eeing 
itis erefted and placed by God, in a molt fub-

lime Seat above all other vifible Heavens: How, 

pray you, can it exift at once ia all Places, as in 
the Heaven, the Air, the Water, the Earth ? 
Hc. Is not this contrary to the Order of Na. 
ture, which doth not admit two or more Bodies 
in one Space of the fame Place, withoat the Pes 
netration of their Dimenfions, and the great Con- 
fufion of che Thing ? Nay, no natural Body caa 
be at once in many Places. 

lomit here infinite Teftimonies of Scripture, 
which do evidently teftify that this Heaven is nog 
every where, but placed above others. What Dif- 
ference alfo fhould there be between the Abode of 
the faved, and damned, if this Heaven were di- 
lated through all Places. 

But that which they are wont to objeé& here as 
unan{werable, is of no Validity if it be examined, 
Cod w every where: God is in the Heaven of the ble/« 
fed; therefore the Heaven of the bleffed ts every where, 
It isa Paralogifm labouring wich the Contagion 
of four Terms: For che Propofition is underftood 
of the general Prefence of God, by which he is 
prefent coal] his Creatures; but the Aflumption 
is underftood of the perfec Exhibition of God’s 
Glory, which is in the Heaven of che Blefled: and 
there is more inferred in the Conelufion, than 
was in the Premifes. 

But they urge moreover, that it is neceMfiry, 
that the Celeftial Habitation of God, wherein 


he is refident, is as largely {pacions as God him- 
lelf, ocherwife it could not be his Seat. 

But | fay, that the Heaven of the Blefled, af- 
ter a certain manner, is as largely {pacious as 
God himfelf, and is not fo largely {pacious: 
Therefore God after a certain manner, is in tHe 
Heaven of the Blefled only 5. yet not only there, 
but every wheres Which Allegations confidered 
in adiverfe refpe&, adavit no impiety. God # in 
the Heaven of the Bieffed, and not every wheres fo 
far forth, as there only he exhibiteth, and with- 
ouc ail ineafure imparteth his Glory to the bleffed 
Angels, and Men, and demonftrateth himfelf to 
them Face to Face, to be feen and enjoyed. 

But why do we longer difpute of the nature of 
this eternal Heaven? Why do we profecute the 
Opinions of others, concerning it? Let us ra- 
ther haften co the illuftrious Felicity of the Blef- 
fed in this Heaven. For as Lattan. de liftitut. di- 
ven, Lib, 3. Cap. 37. faith, What doth it profic 4 
Man to be fo made, that he may Jook with anur- 
right Body towards Heaven, and feaych heavenly 
rhiugs, wnlefS he difcern’ God with an upright 


Mind, and his Meditation be converfant in the 
Hope of eternal Lite.
